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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the amendment and remarks received on March 1 1 , 2008. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this apphcation is 

eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on June 11, 2000. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hetzler et al. 
(USPN 4,033,129). 

In reference to claims 1-25, Hetzler et al. discloses a hydraulic system and method of 
operating a hydraulic system, comprising: a tank 25, 25a; and a plurality of operationally 
separate hydraulic circuits having pressure fluid channels 15, 17, each hydraulic circuit having a 
hydraulic pump 10, 20 generating power to each hydraulic circuit; at least one power unit 
(inherent) that actuate each hydraulic pump 10, 20; a plurality of hydraulic mining actuators 11- 
13 connected to the hydrauhc circuit; a main hydraulic circuit and at least one separate hydraulic 
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circuit are connected yet powered by separate pumps 10, 20, such that the power of the mining 
actuator 1 1-13 is arranged to be adjusted by adjusting means 18, 19 in connection with the 
pumps 10, 20 for the purpose of adjusting the hydraulic power, speed, or flow generated by the 
pumps 10, 20 of the separate hydraulic circuit (column 4 lines 25-48) such that the power of the 
mining actuator 4 is arranged to be adjusted by adjusting means 18, 19 in connection with the 
pump 13, in response to pressure sensing means 28, 32, for the purpose of adjusting the 
hydraulic pressure, (which leads to calculation of power, force, and variables depicting the same) 
generated by the pump 10, 20 of the separate hydraulic circuit according to an adjustment 
strategy (column 5 lines 14-28). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
